1 . IN ITS COVERAGE OF THE JUNE 1 DEPARTURE OF KUWAITI DELEGATION 

TO THE GENEVA ILO MEETING, THE LOCAL PRESS REPORTS THAT THE DELEGATION 

HEAD, MINISTER OF SOCIAL AFFAIRS AND LABOR, SHEIKH SALEM AL-SABAH, 

EXPRESSED HIS HOPE THAT U.S. WILL NOT LEAVE THE ILO AND HIS 

BELIEF THAT IT WILL NOT. HE REPORTEDLY ADDED THAT HE DID NOT THINK 

THE "WESTER EUROPEAN NATIONS" WOULD FOLLOW AN AMERICAN WITHDRAWAL, 

BUT THAT EVENUNILATERAL ACTION BY THE U.S. WOULD PLACE THE ILO IN AN 

EMBARASSING POSITION. ONE PRESS REPORT INDICATED THAT THE KUWAITI 

MINISTER "WILL MAKE ONE ORAL AND TWO WRITTEN SUGGESTIONS" TO ENCOURAGE 

A COMPROMISE, DESIGNED TO AVOID U.S. WITHDRAWAL, AND THAT "IT IS 
LIKELY THAT THE USG WILL ACCEPT ONE OF THESE SOLUTIONS."

3. COMMENT ON WORKERS REPRESENT ATIVEAL-KANDARI (LISTED ABOVE): 

AL KANDARI IS ASST. SECRETARY, EXECUTIVE COUNCIL, KUWAIT WORKERS 
CONFEDERATION (KWC) AND FORMER SECRETARY OF MINISTRY OF 
SOCIAL AFFAIRS AND LABOR WORKERS UNION. HE IS ALSO MANAGING 
DIRECTOR FO AL-AMAL, KWC HOUSE ORGAN. AL-KANDARI WAS ONE OF 
THOSE ARRESTED BY GOK ON SEPTEMBER 19, 1976, FOLLOWING ALLEGED UNION 
INVOLVEMENT IN PUBLICATION AND DISTRIBUTION OF A PAMPHLET CRITICAL 
OF GOK POLICIES. A SELF-PROCLAIMED "MAXIST ", AL-KANDARI WAS 

ALSO ARRESTED IN 1969 IN CONNECTION WITH PLACING EXPLOSIVES 
AT MINISTRY OF INTERIOR BUILDING. DESPITE THIS RADICAL BACK- 
GROUND, HOWEVER, AL-KANDARI WAS ALLOWED TO PLAY PROMINENT ROLE 
IN RECENT MAY DAY CELEBRATIONS, IN WHICH STRONG WORKERS 
SOLIDARITY RHETORIC WAS MIXED WITH EQUALLY STRONG EXPRESSIONS OF 
DEFERENCE FOR GOK. 

4. KUWAITI PRESS HAS ASSERTED THAT THE FOLLOWING ARE THE 
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SPECIFIC INTEREST OF KUWAITI LABOR UNIONS AT GENEVA MEETING 
A "LAW OF 1968" (NO IDENTIFYING NUMBER GIVEN) (PRESUMABLY ILO 
RESOLUTION) CONCERNING ASSISTNCE TO NEEDY FAMILIES; A "LAW NO. 3", 
CONCERNING EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT (UNION REPORTEDLY WILL WISH TO 
MAKE AMENDMENTS PROVIDING FOR TERMINATION BENEFITS TO 
RETIRED WORKERS IN ADDITON TO PENSIONS, AND A "LAW 18 OF 1968" 
CONCERNING COMPENSATION FOR INJURIES INCURRED WHILE WORKING IN THE 
PUBLIC SECTOR. PRESS HAS ALSO ASSERTED THAT THE KUWAIT DELEGATION 
WILL LEAD THE ARAB EFFORT TO CHASTISE ISRAEL FOR BAD TREATMENT 
OF ARABS IN "OCCUPIED AREAS."
